The defence was opened by Mr. Foil, who, in 
an address of over an hour, tried to 
convince the jury that there was no 
grounds for action. It was not, ho said, Mr. 
Vernon as an individual that the Times at- 
tacked, hut the Chief Commissioner of Lands 
and Works, whoever that gentleman might be. 
That there was a loose syatein of doing businees 
in the L'cpartment had been fully established, 
an 1 the object of the Times was to correct this 
abuiio.

.1. Gliissford, Lndnor's Landing; Rev, J, A. Jat- 
fray, North Arm; Uov. W. ll. Koss, CMUi- 
wha-k; llcv. A. Dunn. Wharnock; liev. D. A. 
Mcltac, Nanalmo; Rev. J. a, McHonald, Al- 
bornl; Hov. W. A. Lewis, Mount Lehinnn. Tho 
chair waa occupied by the Itcv,T. Scoullar, tha

'BelMd by the Jfohican for Ilavluc Ir- 
reenlar rnp"rs— A l'iciilinr 
Case. 

Capt. Riley of the eealing acliooner Olto, 
which WHS iiiudo ii prisoner in liehring Sea 
by the U.S.S. Mohican, t;iken to Ouniilnska, 
and thence ordered to Victoria, presented 
liinisolf to Collector Milne yeaterdnj' morn- 
ing, with a letter from Comiuider Hadley of 
H.M.S. Pheasant. In this document the 
information is given that the schooner was 
seized for having " irregular paiiers," and 
the Collector is requested to allow nothing 
to be removed from her until he receives 
further instructions from the Admiral of 
the fleet. 

No further particulars than those given 
in the Colonist yesterday have been re- 
ceived by the Custom's people ; or 
the ouncr of the schooner, and ihey 
are naturally mystified in regard to the 
case. Had the schooner been warned home 
for sealing in Uehring Sea, the case would 
have possessed no element of mystery. As 
it is, marine men are inclined to think there 
is something behind, which has been with- 
held by the officers of the Mohican and the 
Pheasant. 

One prominent man iu connection with 
Victoria's shipping interests, and m no way 
identified with the present caae, was talking 
to a Colonist man about the seizure yester- 
day. " \Vhy," said he, "there is no law on 
any statute book of the United States, 
Britain or any otlier cduntry that would 
justify the seizure of the schooner for tuch 
an offence as that alleged — an error of niimcs 
in the Khijj'H register. Our own men-of-war 
would not dare do it, and I cannot conceive 
it possible that it has been done by the 
Mohican. The shipping law is bo clear on 
the point that a misintarpretation is im- 
possible. As far as we can see now the 
seizure of the Otto was little else than 
piracy and Great Britain will be apt to 
speak most^ decisively about it, and quickly, 
too. It looks as if the commander ot the 
Mohican had made a great big blunder, 
and a rery- costly one for him." 

Collector Milne, too, has a very decided 
opinion of the merits of the case, He says 
that the point at issue is fully covered by 
the certihcate of registry under the Mer- 
chants' Shipping Act, attached to which is 
the following clear and significant notice : 

" A certlBcato of registry is not a document 
of title; it does not necessarily contain noiico 
ot all changes of ownership, and in no case does 
it contain an onicial rucoid of any mortgages 
affecting the ship." 

"If," says Collector Milne, " the schoon- 
er had been ordered out of the sea, nothing 
could be siiid. As it is, I fail to see what 
they are talking about. The Otto is a Lu- 
iieuljerg schooner of SG tons, and was pur- 
chased by Mr. Borns and brought around 
late in the spring. I cleared her for a fish- 
ing cruise, for which all sealers clear, on 
Juno 26th ; the modus vicendi was gazetted 
in London on June 24th, and in Ottowa on 
July 18th." 

Capt. Riley's explanation of the seizure 
contains no clue to any other charge than 
that made public. He says that' the officers 
of the Mohican boarded him and asked who 
owned the schooner. He. replied, "Walter 
Bdrns, of Victoria." They then asked who 
was in command, and he gave his own 
name. On looking over the registry certifi- 
cate the man-of-war's people saw the naniosof 
the old owner and master, and a short time 
after told him he was underseiznrefor irregu- 
larities in his papers. The question of sealing 
in Bchring Sea did not enter into the mat- 
ter at all.

illNISTEMAL ItKSl'OXSnULI TT. 

Tlio qtvestion of niinistctiul rosiion-ibility 
ia one tluit foreos itself uiviu the nuulera ot 
tiie reports ou the Tarto chargos, mid llio 
:irtiL;les thad havo been written on those 
reports. Those who siy that tho report of 
tke majority " exoiienitea " Sir Hector 
Langevin, late Minister of TuLlic Works, 
woulil liuve tho pulilie believe that; the le- 
presciitative of the people who ueccpta l!ic 
portfolio of a De|)ai tmeiit, luid U, by cour- 
tesy, lnUirc^sL'd lis tlu! Minister of that 
Departineiit, is q mere ligiue-heuci, and that 
he has really nothiog wliatever to ilo witli 
tho business of the Department from which 
he (lerires his ofTioiu! title. In I'arliimeiit, 
it 13 true, he lumverH quc.-ilioii;i put to Iiiiii 
respecting matters connected with his De- 
partment, and innkea statements, now and 
then, about its affairs, but when he does 
this he is nothing more and nothing better 
than the parlianientury mouthpiece of the 
permanent offioiiil J who are suppos'-J to be 
under him. He is ooached by them, and 
repeats, without iutelligouce, what they tell 
him to say. 

The excuse which Mr. Giroaard 
made for Sir Hector Langevin: was 
(hat he vas too much occupied 
with his political and parliamentary duties 
to attend to the business of his ])epart- 
iiieut. Consequently, Thoiins McGreery 
and his gang, aided and abetted by engi- 
neers, iuspoctora and clerks, were allowed 
to manipulate tenders and to pky the very 
mischief with the business ot the office un- 
discovered. The Minister of Public Works 
Uad no suspicion of what was going on. Ho 
Icnew no more than a baby wliat his donr 
friend, Thomas — the Honorable Thomas 
McGreovy — was ^ up to, and ho never so 
much as dreamed of the little game that 
astute Owen Murphy, whom ho saw so of- 
ten iind with whom he was so cordial, wus 
so industrious'y playing. Honey was on 
hand at convenient times for political pur- 
poses, but he had not tho most remote idea 
where it came from. Ho opened his mouth 
and shut his eyes, and the good thiugs came 
into it, hfe did not know how or from what 
source. The dear, innocent, simple soul, so 
far from being ia a position to direst of- 
ficials and to watch rascally contruotorj, 
needed some one very badly to look after him 
and .to take caro that he did not get into 
trouble. 

If all the Ministers of all theBepirtnients 
i*re as ignorant of what is going on in their 
offices, and iis innocently eonfidin;» na Sir 
Hector Lruigevin is repr( scnted by somo of 
his advocates to he, tho sooner tho whole 
administrative system of tlie Dominion is 
changed the better. The people of Cannula 
want to see at the head of the different 
departments of the Government men of 
executive ability, who know what their 
responsibilitie.^ are and w ho feel their ! 
weight. They hiive no use for mere onia- . 
mental figure h'.ads or parlianieulary talk- 
ing nijcliines. The Minister who does not 
feel that he ia himself to blame, when 
things go seriously wrong in his Depart- 
ment,' and when the people through his | 
ignorance, or carclcs-jncES, or negligence, or ' 
preoccupation, are jbeati;il ami robbed Iiy 
tho oliijials and those with wiiom they 
do businihs, is not fit for the position to 
which he has been appointed. The Minister 
is responsible for the manner in which 
tho affairs of his department ore conducted, 
and no p irliamciil luy orator can eonviiieu j 
the people of Cuiiida tint liis icspoiiM- 
hility i.i a mere fiction, and that no one in 
tiio^e days t xpecta the political Head of 
a Department to ba ucquaiuted with its 
busiucss. It is somewhat singular that 
Sir Hector Laugevin gaiiitd tho 
reputation of being an industrious and 
painstaking Minister, who know all about 
what was going on in his department. He 
was n.itiirally pr(.nd of that reputation and 
lie was clever enough to convince, not only 
iiho representatives of . the people, but men 
who had business to do with the Depart- 
ment of Public Works, that he hiid oven 
the details of its various and many com- 
plicated transactions at his lingers' ends. 
There was, at nny rate, tiie traii.sacti m 
with which ho was very well iiO(|uuiuLed. 
That was the letting of the contract for tho 
Esquimau graving dock. He Itnew all 
abiut one of tlio ti nders- that of .Starrs and 
O'Haiily. Ho found out tliut theirs was 
tho lowest tender. He even went so far as 
to examine the csLiniatcs for 1I13 work, and 
when, to his grcut rcgre!;, he discovered 
that their offer was too low, and that if 
tho contract was awarded them, they would 
be sure to loso money, he, in tho kindness 
of his heart, advised .Mr. Staris to with- 
draw his tender. This was, of course, not 
■businets, but it showed tlie gooiliicasof Sir 
lUector's heart, and it also showed that he 
was not so very ignorant of whut was being 
.done in his Department, as it sntts some 
'.people now to represent. While on the 
•auhjeot of ministerial responsibility we 
-cannot refrain from quoting a paragrnph 
from that red-hot C'oiiservativu iiewjpaper, 
*he Hamilton .Spectator, w hich is very much 
to the purpose : 

"l!ul, as 1ms In-eii jiointed out, the min- 
istor is tiic fiiily iiinii to whom tho public 
<■ in look. He is the responsible agent; he 
.(iiust bo held uccountablo for the workings 



of his department. It ia agreed on all 
liands that Larkin, Connolly & Co, ccoi- 
spircd to defraud the Govermrcnt, and suc- 
ceeded. The fatal fjct, bo far ns Sir Hector 
is concerned, is, lliiit whenever tho con- 
spirators devised a plan to rob tho treasury, 
tho ininisltT was invariably respiindent. If 
it was desired to gel rid of an engineer 
whom the contractors did nut like, the en- 
gineer was dismissed. If more money was 
to be UKido by a cliaiiga in tlio work than 
by udliering to the oi iginal contract, the 
change was made. W'lth painful and fatal 
freipiency tlie plans of public works liave 
been changed alter tlio contracts were lot; 
with paint III and fatal eer:aiiily the con- 
tractors have heiielitej and tlie people have 
suil'cred by the cliaiigo. If tliu nnfortuiiiito 
results were wholly due to tlio minister's 
trust in 3iibi)rdiiiale.s who deceived him, he 
had U S3 knowledge of dittails connected 
with his departnieht than he has been 
credited with possessing. If such events 
could ciintinno year after year in hi.) de- 
partment, without suspicion of wrong, then 
he is fho most siiiiplo-miiuled and gullible 
inunccnt who ever presided oyer a great de- 
partment." 

Most people will conclude that the report 
wdiieli coiidrinns officials of the Department 
of Public Woiks ai!d finds that men who 
had dealings with it were guilty of glaring 
frauds does not exonerate the Minister who 
WOP, while tho frauds were committed, the 
head of that department. 



STA TE ELEOTIONS. 

Elections are to bo held in ten States on 
tho 3rd of November next. The cam- 
paigns in some of these States have coni- 
inenoed, and llieir piogrets is vieweil with 
great interest by the whole country. It is 
believed that the result in some of them 
will indicate pretty clearly how the Presi- 
dential election of next year will go. This 
is particularly the case with tlio Ohio elec- 
tion, where Mr. JlcICinley, of tariif fame, is 
the eanilidnle of tho Kepnbliean Party. 
Tho issues at that election have, it would 
appear, been pu> posely made general. It 
was at first believed thai the trade policy 
of tho United States would have been made 
the sole issue, but the Republicans have 
contrived to import the silver question into 
tho contest. To an outsider this appears as 
if they were affiuid to permit tho Ohio elec- 
tion to be the teat of the popularity of the 
changes made in tho lariffby Mr.McKinley's 
measure. But it is hard to interpret tho 
mananivresof politicians cither abroad or at 
homo. Tlie Demoorals, P.epnblic.ins believe, 
are diviiled 011 the question of 
the free coinage of silver and 
Mr. McKinley by taking a Stand in favor of 
honest money expects to gain Demoordtic 
votes, and also in view of tho Presidential 
cainpaiga to place the Kepublican party ou 
what he regards as sound ground with re- 
spect to that important (luestion. I'.ut ha 
has an astute antagonist in Governor Camp- 
bell, who, it seems, had made up his mind 
to run the election on the tariff issue. His 
recent epeeolies show that he is bound not 
to suffer himself to be driven from the 
position ho has taken. Ho skillfully evades 
the discussion of tho silver question, and 
forces the lighting ou tho tariff issue. The 
contest ia going to be a severe one. Thci-c 
arc m luy able men on bot/h sides, und parties 
seem pretty evenly divided in the States. 
There ia not so much boasting on tho part 
of tho party organs with reganl to the Ohio 
contest a-i there usually is in election 
fights in the Stales. But there is no doubt 
but that it ia generally looked upon as a 
very important election, and one that will 
materially iufluenoe the course that will be 
taken by the two pnrties ne.Kt year. 

Tiie Republieaii.s sp -ak liopi-fnlly of their 
chances in XeW Voik .Stale, but there does 
not appear to be much ground for their 
hopes, New York does not seem 
to regard the present Administration with 
much fitvor, and it ia improbable that it 
will, ou the eve of a Presidential election, 
do anythini; to strengthen the Republican 
party, Xcvv York is spoliLH of us the 
" pilot .State, "anil if tlie cleclious there, 
in November, go Hepublican, tho politicians 
of that party would feel sure of returning 
their caudidate for the Presidency. The 
Democratic politicians know this well, and 
they will, therefore, d.i all in their j.ower to 
prevent their opponents gaining what would 
be regarded in e\ ery part of the Unicii as 
a very great advantage. 

In IVnusylvaiiia the light is for honest 
government. The electors have become 
tire'd of the rule of tho bosses, but among 
the politicians the liosKei arc siill Siupreiiie, 
Tlio people hold the Ii'm.h i-y.sleni 1 e.spon.-,iblo 
for the ra.scalily ol lliadsley and other dis- 
honest odieials 'if ihe city of Philadelphia, 
and for tlio low toiio of political morals 
throughout the State generally, and honest 
men, of both parties, hiivo resolved to make 
an efTort to throw off the degrading yoke. 

"There is a wide feeling," sajs Harper's 
Weekly, "that liradsleys llouriali in a i)..r- 
ty don.inatcil liy Q'lays, anil the IViin.syl- 
vania IJcmocrats ileiiounee in their plailoriu 
not the policies, I lut the thefts of the Re- 
publicans. Their platform expie.-sea the 
feeling of honest iiu n, whether ul tiue parly 
ortheutljur. It is the abuse of pair.jiiage 
which has disgraced Pennsylvania as it dis- 
graced New Yoik, iiiid in Pennsylvania 
now, as in New York twenty years ago, the 
question is honeat administration, and not 
the tariff or currency." 

It is to ho hoped that tho men who are 
contending for honest government and who 
are lighting the bosses and tho boodlers in 
the State of Pciinsylvuuiu, will ba success- 
ful. Wq iu Canada do not know 
how soon we shall be engaged 
in a similar contest. Tiie 'bosses 
are strong, and they huvo great inlluenee 
over tho oloctora whom they have demoral- 
ized und foolod. The champions of hiuieat 
government in that stale Iiave, by 110 means, 
an easy task before them, liut their pro- 
apeots are bright. Though the flag under 
which they fight Is tho Demoorntic, many of 
them lire still staunch Republicans, wdio 
know that they do not sacriliee a single 
principle wdiicli, as party men they ludd, in 
trying to turn the rogu s out of the public 
olliccs iu order to put honest men in their 
places, 

Tho other stales In which elections' arc to 



be hold on tho day mentioned aboTO are 
Mississippi, Virginia, Maryland, Massa- 
ehussetts, New Jersey and Iowa. In some 
of these si.ates the elections are general and 
in others partial,'but they are all regarded 
with great interest by the intelligent 
citizens of the United States. '

It is hoped, but not exjjected, to 
hiive the returns reudy for prisonlation to 
the City Conned, next Wednesday evening, 
when the Ihorongbly aystenuitic method of 
iloing tint woik will be fully explained. The 
city has been divided into fifty districts, 
.and, th inks lo llui readiness of the citizens 
to furnish inforiLalion, two days were found 
suflicioiit tn enable the cnnmerulors to per- 
form their work. A rough glance Ihrougli 
the sheets now in hand shows that each of 
tlie ,")0 districts will average -100 whiles, or 
a total wbite popnlalion of about 
•JO, 000. Indiana and Chinese have yet to 
bo taken, and with these it is believed the 
total population of the city will be found to 
be at ICOSt 0,000 more than given in the 
Dominion consus. Kach of the enumerators 
employed by Mr. Williams has been sworn 
ito the accuracy of his work. Only five per- 
sons, so fur, have l oen mot with who rofuted 
information; four enumerators were found 
ito bo inuoiiipctcut, and weio replaced, and 



in threo places entire districts were gone 
over twice, errors in the enumeration being 
discovered.
